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Sir, 

JHE firft Day the Bifbop 
of BangcfT^ Sermon was 
publinied I read it ; and 
was pleafed with it. The 
firft Day your Letter to 
his Lordfhip, occafioned by that Ser- 
mon, came ojt, I likewife read it ; 
but not with equal SatisfaSion. My 
Reafons I fliall give you (and as 
many others as fhall think it worth 
their while to perufe them) in the 
fame 
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Ikme unpremeditated Order ss they 

rofe ia my Thoughts: Not becaufe 
I think it my Duty fo to do ; but 
becaufe it ferves me for an honeft 
Amufement, and will fave me the 
Trouble of wrangling out my Opi- 
nion upon the prefenc Debate in Cofi 
fce-Houfes amongft the Men, and at 
Tea Tables with the Ladles. 

I was pleafed with my Lord of 
Bangor's Sermon, becaufe it feemedto 
tally with the Four Gofpels; and to 
have an Air of Plainnefs and Sim- 
plicity fuiuble to common Senfe, and 
the free, difinterefted Underftandiog 
of a Proteftant Lay-Man ; which I 
have not often had the good Fortune 
to meet with in the Writings of the 
Divines of any Country. 

I was as much difraiisfied with 

your Reply to the Sermon, becaufe I 

thought you wrefted his Lordfliip*s 

Meaning, affe£ted an unfeafonable 

Turn 
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Turn of Wit and Raillery, and mixed 
no fmall Portion of Malice with your 
Arguments ; which, I dare fay, you 
have Senfe enough to know was not 
commendable, at the time you were 
guilty of it. 

You are pleafed to fet out with a 

Declaration, That you have little either 
of Capacity:, laclinAtiaOi or Leifure^ to 
engage in Controverjy : Then you leaVc 
your Task unfinifhed ; and conclude 
your Letter with faying, / /an pre- 
•vsNtedy hy a very nsceffary Avocation^ 
from offering fame other Matters to your 
lar^ifs Conftieratios, &c. This Be- 
ginning and Conclulion put together 
have indeed cleared you, as to whaf 
you affirm of your Capacity and Lei- 
furc; but as to your want of Inclina- 
tion to Controverfy, I am ftill fome- 
what doubtful. 



This laft Paragraph of your Lcttcj: 

is as full of Malice and void of Ar- 

gument> 
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gumcnt, ss if it had been penned by 
a refentiag Woman. Therefore let 
me advife you for your own fake» not 
the BiQiop^s, and for the Dignity of 
your Function, to fupprefs it in ths 
future Editions. 



I will not pretend to enter into a 
formal juflification in Mood and Fi- 
gure of the Propofitions contained in 
the Bifliop*s Sermon ; nor to reply af- 
ter that manner to your Remarks: 
both the One and the Other requi> 
ring a previous Knowledge of what 
the World calls Divinity, which I am 
not poflefsM of. Neither will I pre- 
fume fo far, as to fay, That bislxn-d. 
{hip has advancM nothing but die 
Truth: tho' you have not yet con- 
vinced me of any Error in his Dif- 
courfe. 

That Colleftion of Writings, which 
.we receive under the Denomination of 
The Scriptures, contains fo great a Va- 
riety 
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Hcty of Matter in as great a Diver- 
fity of Style, and is fo obfcure in many 
Places, fo liable to different Interpre- 
tations in fome, and fo chequered with 
feeming Contradidions inochsrs-, that 
hitherto thofe Perfons, who make it 
their Profellion to ftudy them, and 
would claim the fole Right of inter- 
preting them, have either not been a- 
ble, or have not been w illing to come to 
any Agreement about the Meaning of- 
them. This has induced me, for ifiy 
private Satibfaftion, to lay afidc my 
Curiofity, and become a plain Reader 
of the Bible : and without regard to 
either the Fathers, the Commentators, 
or any Particular Seft of Chriftians^ 
to regulate my Faith and myPraOice by 
the main Drift and Scope of the Sacred 
Writing?, more particularly the (jO- 
fpeis ; in which the glorious Chara£lcr 
and the wholefooie Dotlrines of Jefus 
Chrift afe exprefs'd with the utmoft 
SimpUcify and Clearnefs. 
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This 
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This Turu of Mind has naturally 
difpofed me to look upon all the dif- 
ferent Chriftian Churches, which have 
appeared in the World fince the Time 
of the Apoftles, to be mere human 
InQItutions, founded partly upon Scrip* 
ture Authority, and partly upon the 
Prejudices and PafTions of Men : And 
confequcntly to conclude, that all 
Churches, whether National, or not, 
retain a Mixture of Truths and Errors ; 
are more or lefs pure, in proportion 
as the Ambition and Interefts of this 
Life have ufurped upon the genuine 
DoftrinesoftheGofpelofChrift. And 
yet for all this, I do not think it a 
Commendable Thing in any Man to 
feparate himfelffi-om the Worihip and 
Communion of his National Church 
for Trifles. But if thofe Things, which 
feem but Trifles to me, do not appear 
fo to another Man, I do not fee any 
thing lefs, than a Pcrfwafion of my 
own Infallibility, that can juftify me 
in dirtrefling him for his Opinions in 
Mat- 
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Matters of Religion: neither will even 
Thatexcufe me, if I follow the Exam- 
ple of Chrift, who we may be fure 
was infallible. 



What I have thus far premifed is 
neither a direft Anfwer to any Thing 
you have advanced in your Letter, 
nor a direfl Vindication of any Claufe 
in the Sermon you have attacked. And 
yet it may perhaps open your Mind 
fo as to make you fee the one and 
the other in Lights different fromihofc 
in which they have appeared to you. 

Your firft Charge againft my Lord 
of Bangor is, in Effeft, that he recom- 
mends Indolence and Inattention as 
Excellencies in Prayer : Whereas to 
me he fetms only to condemn En- 
thufiafm, and to reprefent Prayer as 
a reafonable Ad of Devotion. And 
the Texts you have quoted do not 
carry it farther : neither was the A- 
gony our Saviour was in, when be 
B 2 pray- 
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prayed, the Effed of his Prayer, bi 
of his Paffion and Sufferiogs. Cer- 
tainly a Petitioner upon any Occafi- 
on may be very earneft, without u*^ 
fing either the Gefture or the Lan- 
guage of a Mad-Man. Then you 
wonder his LordChip fiiould not at 
leaft, for fear of being mifunderftood 
(by fuch, I fiippofe, as arc vefolved 
to mifunderftand him) throw in an 
Expreffion or two to guar^ the Un- 
wary againft any Poffibility of be^ 
ing led into a Mistake. This puts me 
in Mind of a lazy, cunning Varlet 
I once fent upon a Meffage, that re- 
quired fome Expedition; but cauti- 
oned him, not to ride fo inconfiderate- 
\y as to break his Neck and endan- 
ger my Horfe : Upon which the Fel? 
low grew fo very wife, and feemingly 
punftual to my Orders, that he walk- 
ed the Horfe going and coming, and, 
when I chid him for his delay, turned 
fhc Blame upon me. 

Your 
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Your fccond Charge (which you 
have drawn out into Twelve Pages) 
againft the Bilhop is, Thit we . are 
taugkt bj his Lordjhif to rectivi no 
Commtuids from Any Suferioursy whtthar 
Spiritual or Temporai^ whether in Cafes 
tmfui or anUmful, in Matteri relating to 
Confiience. 

The beft and plaineft Anfwer, I 
can make you to this Charge, will be 
by giving you an unprejudiced Ab- 
ftraS of thofe Pages in the Sermon» 
upon which you have formed it. Af- 
ter the Introduftory Paragraphs, the 
Bifiop takes Occafion from the Words 
of his Text to difcourie upon Two 
General Heads. The Firft of which 
is, That Chrift alone is the King and 
the Sole Lttv-gii/er in his Church or 
Kjngdom: and that in the Affairs of 
Confcience and eternal Salvatiooj no 
Man upon Earth has any Authority. 
Thp Second is, That the Rewards 
and 
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and Puniflimcnts promifed by Chr 
to his Subjefts are not Temporal, but 
Eternal: And confequently, that hit i 
Kjngdom is not of this World. Both 
which Propofitions arc very clearly 
made out to my artlefs Apprehenfion. 

From thefe two General Heads his 
Lordfhip draws three Inferences. Firft, 
that the grofled MiAakes about the 
Nature of Chriji^s K/fg^"* or Church 
have arifen from hence, that Men have 
argued from vifihle Societies and vijihie 
Kjngdoms of this WorU, to what ought 
to be vifthle zud fenfihle in his K^ingdom. 
Secondly, That They only are the true 
Subjefts of Chrifi^ who endeavour to 
conform themfelves to his Laws and 
Will, as delivered by him in the Gof- 
pels; and do not derogate from his 
Authority, by relying upon the Judg- 
ments and Opinions of Men. Thirdly, 
That it deftroys the Rule and Authori- 
ty of Jefus Chrifi, as KJfgy to fet up any 
Authority in hn Kingdom^ to which 
bis

his Subjects are indifpenfably and ab- 
folutely obliged to fubmit their Con- 
fciences or their Condud, in what is 
properly called Religion- 

Now in the fair and equitable 
way of arguing, your Bufinefshad been 
to confider the Truth or Falfliood of 
thefe Fropofitions, one by one ■, and 
not to draw up a General Charge, fo 
worded as to frighten ignorant and 
well-meaning Chriftians. 

There is a notorious Fallacy in youc 
Affertion, and no Occafion given for 
it in any Claufc of the Sermon to a 
judicious and candid Reader. In C*- 
fes Uwful or unlawful^ in Matters relt^ 
ting to Confcience : fo ends your Charge. 
Whereas if you had valued the Repu- 
tation of a faithful Interpreter, and of 
fo doing to another J as you would hejbauld 
do unto yoM, it would have been requi- 
fiie to add a few Words more to the 
S entence. This I Ihall do for you, and 
leave 
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leave you to judge, whether it had not 
been better, you had done it of your 
own accord. In Ctfes Urvful or unlsw 
ful, in Matters relating to Confcieaee ; 
provided tve are 'veriij ferfwaded thofe 
Commands are contrary to the exprefs WiU 
of Qod. This is plainly the Meaning 
of the Birtrop \ and this is a Meaning, 
which I hope you will not contradi£l. 
But nothing Icfs would fatisfy you, it 
feems, than to make his Lordfliip ut- 
tet Abfurdities, and to fay, it is the 
Duty of a Chiiftian to refufe Obedience 
to the Commands of hisSuperiours, for* 
no other Reafon, but becaufe they are 
the Commands of his Superiours. 

Your Third Charge againft the Bi- 
fiiop of Bangor is, that he ftrikes at 
the Authority of the King and Parlia- 
ment ; at the Afts for preventing Oe- 
cAfo/sAl Conformity and Schtfm^ and the 
Ads for fecuringthe Prouftant Saceffwn, 
As this Charge, taken all together, is 
of a very dangerous Confequencc, 
(and 
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(and more than probably meant as 
fuch) I think the Ferfon, who takei 
Upon him (of his own free Will) to 
make it in fo publick a Manner,' and 
to fubfcribe his Name and Titles to 
it at length, againft a Peer of the 
Realm, ought in Juftice and Prudence, 
to give very evident Arguments to fiip- 
port his Allegation ; and that without 
being called upon to do it, becaufe his 
Accufation was voluntary, and no part 
of his Duty. This you have not yet 
been pleafed to do : and I believe you 
will find it a very difficult Enterprize 
to bring the Legiflative Power into fo 
uncharitable a way of interpreting the 
Writings of any Man, who is of an 
unblemifhed Character, and much lefs 
thofe of a very learned Prelate, whofe 
whole Life. and Aftlotis are inofFen- 
five, and who has fignallzed himfelf 
by an Uninterrupted Obedience to the 
Laws of his Country, and an unweary'd 
Duty to his King. 



Sap- 
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Suppofe you do infer from the Te- 
nour of the Sermon, that no Prince 
or State has any Right from Jefus 
Chrift, to compel the Confciences of 
the People in Matters purely Religi- 
ous : Does it therefore follow, that 
the Authority of any Prince, State, or 
earthly Power is arraigned ? Do I 
deny the Omnipotence of God, when 
I humbly affirm, that he cannot per- 
form Contradiftions ? Or do I exprefs 
my felf agreeably to Reafon and Chri- 
ftianity, if I fhould fay. Queen Mary 
had a Right and Authority from the 
Gofpels to burn Hereticks, as the Mar- 
tyrs in her Days were terniied ? 

In the next Place, if a Parliament, 
furpriztd into over-hafty Refolutions, 
or mifs-Ied by artful and ill-principled 
Members, ihould in confequence of 
this, prevail upon their Sovereign to 
give the Royal AiTent to any Bill or 
Bills, which afterwards IhalJ appear to 
be 
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be prejudicial to the Good of the Na- 
tion, or contrary to the plain Precepts 
of Chriftianity ; will any Man of Can- 
dour arraign me as a Contenaner of 
the Power of Parliannents, if he hap- 
pens to infer from a Difcourfe of 
mine, tha^ I think fuch and fuch Laws 
ought to be repealed, or amended ? 
Do we not know, that it has been, 
and is the Pra£lice of Parliaments to 
abrogate, fufpcnd, alter and new- 
model old Laws, as well as to make 
new ones? 




That part of your Charge, which 
relates to the Prote^aat Suuejjion^ fills 
me with Indignation : and my Heart 
is the warmer in its Refentments, be- 
caufe your Prevarication in this Point 
is by fo much the more grofs, as this 
Branch of your Accufation more ma- 
nifeftly tends to involve his Lordfhip 
in the Guilt of High-Treafon. Docs 
k becomes a Man, who is a Graduate 
in Divinity, and has the Honour of 
C 2 being 
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being Chaplain to his Majcftjr, to pre^> 
tend to be ignorant of the Reafoo, 
why the Dijfenters are treated with 
greater Indulgence by our Laws, than 
the Papijls I Muft I be obliged to tell 
him, tliat if is not from a Principle only 
of Religion, but likewife of Policy ? 
The DiJJeftters have giren the King 
and Government fuch Pledges of their 
Allegiance, Fidelity and Submiflion, 
as the PafJfis never yet did, and never 
can, till they renounce the Authority 
of the Pope. But let us fuppofe, that 
the Wifdom of our Laws in this Ar- 
ticle regarded only the Difference be- 
tween a Poj>iJh and a Protejiam Differ/' 
tefy in Points of Religion : I hope the 
Chaplain of a Proteftant King will not 
difown, that a PrtsbyterUn is hetter th»9 
A Papijl. 

In a Word, you have either mifta- 

ken, or wilfully put a wrong Conftrur 

£lion upon the Afts of Settlemnt and 

Saccelfioa. Their intent was not tq 

fettle 
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fettle the Crown on this or thatFrii 
as a Reward for his Religion ; nor to 
deprive any Prince of it as a Punifh- 
mcnt for his Ferfwafion in religious 
Matters : but to provide in the bed 
manner for the Prefervation of the Re- 
ligion and Liberties of a brave People, 
by difabling any Popifh Prince from 
tyrannizing over Them for the future; 
and by fetting a ProtefUot King to rule 
over a Proteftant Nation ; and farther, 
by obliging all fucceeding Kings of 
England to be not only Proteftants, but 
likewife to conform with the Eftablifh- 
ed Church. Laftly, I think I may fay 
(^without Offence to either Law or Go- 
fpel) that neither Dilfenters nor Papifts 
ought to be put under any Hardfhips 
merely for the fake of their Perfwafion : 
When they cither refufe to give fuffici- 
ent Proofs of their All^iance, or Ihew 
by repeated Afts of any kind, that 
they aye reftlefs to difturb the Civil 
Government, and to overthrow the 
legal Conftitution of the Kingdom ; 
then. 
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then, and then only» has a Chriftlan 
Magiftrate a Right to reftrain, or 
puniQi them by proper Laws. So that 
this complicated Charge of yours a- 
gainft the Bilhopj black as it is, feems 
to me to be Falfe and Groundlefs ■ and, 
I believe, I might add Malicious, with- 
out a Breach of Charity. 

Your Fourth and lafl Charge againft 
the Bifliop is, That the Drift of his 
Argument is not only to fubvert the 
Government of the Church of RrtgUnd, 
bat nil Ecelejiafiieal Polity whatever. 
Whereas in reality, the Drift of his 
Argument Is to advance the Chriftian 
liberty of the Gofpels, againft all Ec 
clefiaftical and Civil Tyranny ; leaving 
every Seft of Chrlftians to impofe what 
Terms of Communion they fliall think 
moft reafonable and convenient ; pro- 
vided they prove neither hurtful to the 
Civil Government, nor contradictory 
to theWillof God. 

Having 
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Having thus gone through your fe- 
veral Charges, I come now to make a 
few Remarks, which may ferve for an 
Anfwer to fome Extravagant (though 
too generally received) Notions, which 
are either exprefTed here and there ia 
your Letter, or will naturally rife from 
it in the Minds of your Readers. 

Firft then, I muft obferve to you, 
That you all along fall into the com- 
mon Error of taking the Clergy for the 
Church; and the Minifters of theGof- 
pel for the Congregations to whom they 
minifter. ' No one will deny the Cler- 
gy to be Members, as well as MinlAers 
of the Church of Chriji ; and, I pre- 
fume,I need not prove to you, that the 
Laity are by far the greater Number, 
and are as nearly concerned in the Pro- 
mifes of the Gofpel, as the Ciergy. The 
Officers are but a very fmall Proportion 
of an Army : But a very neceffary one 
neverthelefs. However, in a Cafe of 
Neccf- 
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fsleccffity, the Body of the Anrijfi 
without their Officers, Would be of 
more Weight againft an Enemy, thafl 
the Officers could be, when deAituto 
of the Body of the Army. 

i 

In the next place, I think it proper ttfj 
acquaint you, that it is by no means 4 
fair Condufioa to fay, that the Churd 
oiChrift is in Confufion and Diforder,b< 
caufe the feveral Societies of Chriftian 
differ in their Method of Difciplindj 
no more than it would be to fay, tha^ 
an Army is in Confufion, becaufe the 
Troopers and the Dragoons^ the Grants 
diers and the Mafquetiers differ in theii' 
Esercife and Manner of Fighting. 
They all agree in the End for which 
they bear Arms; which is to refift and 
overcome the Enemy ; and they all fub-, 
mit themfelves to a regular, though 
a diverfify'd Difciplinc. But if fome 
fcditious and turbulent Spirits ihould 
raife a Divifion and Mutiny in the Ar- 
my, by fpiriting up the Troopers to fay, 
the 
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the DragoMs were not Soldiers, and the 
Mufqueiiert to fay the Granaditrs were 
not Soldiers, becaufe the pifcipUneol* 

i|he former is more ancient ; this Frti- 
£lice indeed of ftirring up fome Sodits 
of the Army to uxfil^ier others, would 
foon make the braveft Army a Prey to 
to the Enemy- Wherefore let not the 
I Dragoon envy the Trooper his mere 
L £ghtly Horfe and Accoutrements; net- 
f ther let the Trooper defpife the Dragooo 
for the lize of bis Horfe, and the mean- 
nefs of his Boots ; and let not the Muf- 
quetier repine at the portly Stature and 
cmbroiderM Cap of the Granadier ; nei- 
ther let the Granadier look with an Eye 
of Contempt upon the more lowly ap- 
pearance, and plainer Habit of his Fel- 
low Soldier, the Mufquetier. But lot 
the one and the other ftrive in Unity, 
who (hall be moll pun6lual in obey- 
ing the Commands of their Leader. 
But above all, let not the Officers 
treat with Difdain, nor impofe Hard- 
.>.,,. J? fliips 



fiiips Upon the Common Soldiers *, as 
knowing, that they are jointly engagr 
ed in the fame Warfare, that their Lives 
are equally dear to them, and that in 
the Day of Battle the Officers can do 
nothing without their Afliitance. 

After this, I would have you con<r 
jTider, that though you are pleafed tQ 
give fome Hints about delegated Pow- 
ers, Vicegerents and a perpetual Sue- 
ce0ion of Men (which is the boafted 
Topick of the Papifts Writers) and 
do but jufl: touch upon it, as if a 
Word to the Wife were fufiicient and 
it were a felf-evident Truth ; yet, give 
me leave to fay, it ftill remains a very 
difputable, not to fay Chimerical^ 
piece of Orthodoxy amoogft Proteftants. 
And fuppofeit flwuid fo happen upon 
Enquiry, or fearching into Chunh He- 
raldry (as the Citmbridge Addrefs terms 
it) that the Fa3 fhould prove anfwera- 
ble to your Wifl]es; I do not forefee 
lyhat mighty I|ifcrences you could draw 
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from thence to the Advantage of Cflri- 

ftianity ; unlefs jour Eye be evil, heeattje 
that of our Lord and Saviour is good i 
and that you think the readiefl way td 
make the Kingdom of Chrifi flourifli and 
prevail over the Face of the whole 
Earth, will be by narrowing the Bounds 
of it, and cuting o(F at once dll the 
ChrifitM Colonies from what ycm may 
think the Main Kjngdom. If this be 
your Scheme^ I muft for ever declare 
agajnft it ; and that I may ftiew the 
Merits of our Two Opinions in as few 
and as plain Words as poflible, I de- 
fire you to go Halves with mc in an old 
Efigiijh Proverb ; The more the Merrier, 
for me j the t'eveer, the better Cheer^ for 

you. 



Laftly, i catinOE help remarking, 
That you upbraid my Lord of Bar^or 
for advancing in his Sermon, Notion^ 
unbecoming a: BifhOp. If the Motions 
he has advanced therein arc confbrma-f 
ble to the plain Doctrines of the Go- 
D a fpe(, 



fpel, then has he done nothings but 
what highly becomes k Bifhop, and a 
Minifter of the Gofpel of Chrift: If 
he has preached up any Notions con- 
tradiftory, or prejudicial to the faid 
Gofpel, it was incumbent on you, fince 
you were refolved to writCj to give 
the Pubhck Proofs thereof ; and 
thofc very pofitive and evident. For 
my Part, when I read the Sermon, 
which you have fo feverely and fo dog- 
matically cenfured, I am charmed to 
find a Bifhop guarding the Purity of 
the Cbriftian Religion againft the In- 
corfwns of the Temporal Power ■ and 
exhorting the Luity to hold faft the 
Gofpel' Freedom, which they have re- 
ceived from Chrijiy their fole Law-gi- 
ver and King. This difinterefted and 
generous Difpofitlon of Mind in a Pre- 
late, is by fo much the more to be ad- 
mired and honoured, as fuchlnftances 
are (with Sorrow Ifpeak it) but very 
rare in any Age ot" Country. This 
calls to my Remembrance, the Mag. 
, nanimity 



d 
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riamffiity and Indulgence of our pre* 
fent King towards his Sul^fts ; when 
in repeated Inftances he tnlmates his 
People from the Throne, manfully to 
ftand up in the Defence of their 
Rights and Liberties ; for which, I 
am apt to believe, as few Sovereign 
Princes will think themfelves behold- 
en to his Majefty^ as Bifbops will 
thank my Lord of Bdn^or for his ex- 
ceUent Sermon. 

I think it neceffary to remind you, 
that you do not feem to have proved 
any one ObjeGion, you have ftarted, 
Co the Sermon. It is not unlikely, you 
were very well aware of the ftrong 
Delufion, by which the far greateft 
Number of your Readers are led Cap- 
tives ; fo that indeed you needed not to 
be at the Expence of Argument : it was 
fufiicient for your Furpofe barely to af- 
firm fuch popular Errors, as might 
ferve your Turn, and to depend upon 
the Prejudices of the People for their 
Convitli- 



I 
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Clenvi^ion. On the other Hsnd^ 
humbly coiyeive, X have proved, tho' 
not in a Scholadick manner, fevera! 
Things againft you ; and others I have 
partly taken for granted, as requiring 
no Proof to a Proteftant Reader of 
common Senfe and an ingenuous Mindi 
But let us fuppofe, I have not this Ad- 
vantage, I pretend to, over you ; yet; 
even then, the Wrong and InjuAice will 
lie on your Side : Since it is an avowed 
Kule in all Cafes, that the Accufer 
ihould be much clearer and fuller in bis 
proofs of any Charge, than the Perfon 
who undertakes to defend it. Huma- 
nity, Charity, and Equity it felf will 
make confiderable Allowances for the 
Defendant ; at the fame time that ^ 
ftrong and convincing Evidence fhall 
be required from the Plaintiff, efpeci* 
ally when no Ferfooal Wrong was done^ 
nor intended againfi bim. 



Before I conclude, I have one fmail 

Favour to requeft of you (and my o- 

ther

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ther Readers) in behalf o^ the Bilhop 
of Bapgor and my felf ; which is, That 
you would ferioufly perufe the Four 
Gofpels, his LordOiip's Sermon, your 
pwn Letter, and mine, before you pro- 
ceed to form any ferther Refolutions 
upon the prefent Debate, or determine
